In a letter just published Dr. D. Warren 
Brickell gives au instance of a case of unmis- 
takable vellow fever which passed Gen. Butier’s 
quarantine in the early part of September, 
1862. The patient was a Captain of a tug boat, 
who, on his way out here, had called at Nassan. 
The man died, surrounded by a number of 
Northern people boarding at the same house 
and wholly unacclimated. If the fever could be 
imparted by the sick to the well here was the 
occasion for it. Not another case, however, 
appeared. So much in tavor of non-coutagion.
